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On 1 July 53 members of the Mukden Airfield cround=crew were transferred te 
Pyongyang. This number consisted of 5 Seviets, 14 Japanese and 34 Chinese. 


In mid-July approximately 200 Seviet-trained Manchurian pilote were sent to 
South China cities. Approximately 50 pilots wore gent to each of the following 
cities: Nanning, Yulin, Swetow and Canton. 


In early August the headquarters of the Chinese Communist Army instructed the 
Kwantung Military District Command to construct four Class 4 sairflelds in the 
following arena in east Kwangtung:

eguipved with underground fuel storage tanks. In addition the runvays on all 

existing fields will be extended to 7,000 feet. 


In early Angust Soviet adviser Sha-fu-to-fu (}) iK Jt 4) inspected the site 
for another airfield at Methsien (116-13, 24-18)
